CHAPTER 357.

AN ACT to amend 14.53 (2) of the statutes, relating to duties of the attorney-general.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate and assembly, do enact as
follows:

14.53 (2) of the statutes is amended to read:
14.53 (2) Prosecute, at the request of the governor, * * or of the head of any

department of the state government any official bond or any contract in which the state
is interested, deposited with * * * any of them, upon a breach thereof, and prosecute
or defend for the state all actions, civil or criminal, relating to any matter connected
with * * * any of their departments except in those cases where other provision is
made.
